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BY-LAWS, RULES AND REGULATIONS 

OF 

THE CLEVELAND CHAMBER OF INDUSTRY. 

Revised February 11. 1913. 

Article I. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Composition . 

The Cleveland Chamber of Industry shall be composed 
of Active, Non-Resident, Life and Honorary members. 

Active Members . 

All men of good standing who are residents of and inter¬ 
ested in the commercial, industrial and municipal advancement 
of the city of Cleveland west of the Cuyahoga River and its 
suburbs, and all other men who have property interests in the 
above territory are eligible for active membership. 

Non-Resident Members . 

All men of good standing who are not residents of and 
who have no property interests in the city of Cleveland west 
of the Cuyahoga River and its suburbs, but who are inter¬ 
ested in the commercial, industrial and municipal advance¬ 
ment of that territory, are eligible for non-resident member¬ 
ship, and they shall enjoy all the privileges of active member¬ 
ship except to vote and hold official positions. 

Honorary Membership. 

Any man of distinction may be admitted to honorary 
membership and he shall enjoy all the privileges of active 
membership and be exempt from all fees and dues. 

Application. 

All candidates for membership, except honorary member¬ 
ship, shall make written application to the board of directors, 
said application being a guarantee to adhere to all by-laws, 
rules and regulations adopted by the chamber or its board of 
directors, and there shall accompany each application, in cur¬ 
rency or check, the sum of $11.25, of which amount $6.25 
shall be credited to the first payment of $25 on seat certificate 
subscription and $5 shall be credited to dues account. In 
case the applicant is not admitted to membership, the remit¬ 
tance of $11.25 to be returned to said applicant. Honorary 
members shall be nominated by the membership committee and 
elected by the board of directors. A proposition to confer 
honorary membership may be made in writing to the mem¬ 
bership committee by any member of the chamber. 





By-Laws, Rules and Regulations 
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Election. 

To elect an applicant to membership it shall require the 
recommendation of the membership committee and an affirma¬ 
tive vote of the directors present at the meeting at which such 
application is considered; five negative votes shall defeat the 
motion to elect. 


Notice. 

At least five days notice of approval by the membership 
committee shall be posted on the bulletin board, or published 
in The Cleveland Enterprise. 


Announcement. 


At each regular meeting of the chamber the secretary 
shall read the names of all candidates elected by the board 
of directors unless otherwise ordered. 


Objection. 


Objection to any candidate recommended for election by 
the membership committee shall be communicated to the board 
of directors in writing before the meeting at which such can¬ 
didate is voted upon. 


Dues. 


Each member shall pay yearly dues of Ten Dollars, pay¬ 
able semi-annually in advance on the first of January and July. 


Commencement. 

The annual dues of each member shall commence and 
include the month in which said applicant shall have been 
elected at the rate of one dollar per month for any unexpired 
semi-annual period. 
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The Cleveland Chamber of Industry 


Delinquency . 

If any member shall fail to pay his dues within three 
months after date of maturity, or for his seat as provided for 
by the board of directors, said board may instruct the secretary 
to notify him of such delinquency with instructions that if not 
paid in ten days, his name will be posted upon the bulletin 
board. If at the end of ten days he still remains delinquent, 
his certificate may be forfeited, and if an owner thereof, his 
membership seat may be sold to cancel such delinquency, unless 
otherwise ordered, by the board of directors. The chamber 
shall have a lien for all moneys due it from delinquent mem¬ 
bers upon seats held by them. 

Suspension and Reinstatement. 

Any member who is in arrears for dues may be suspended 
by vote of the board of directors after due notice has been 
given as provided in the foregoing section. In case any sus¬ 
pended member should desire reinstatement, he must make 
application in the regular manner, pay up all delinquent dues 
and may thereupon be reinstated as a member of the board of 
directors. 


Rebatement. 

The board of directors shall have power to rebate the 
dues of any delinquent member and continue the membership 
in good standing. 

Transfer. 

The membership of any seat holder may be transferred 
to any duly elected member, subject to the provisions of 
Article 2. 

Resignation. 

All resignations shall be made in writing to the board of 
directors; but if any resignation is made after a payment is 
due, the member presenting it shall not be relieved from 
liability for dues of the semi-annual period entered upon. 

Forfeiture. 

Any person who, from any cause, shall cease to be a 
member, shall forfeit all his active rights and interest in the 
chamber, excepting his property right as a seat holder, as pro¬ 
vided in Article 2.

MEMBERSHIP SEATS. 

Classes. 

There shall be two classes of membership seats, as fol¬ 
lows: Regular membership seat; Life membership seat. 

Regular. 

The issue of regular membership seat certificates shall 
be limited to twelve hundred, except as hereinafter stipulated, 
and shall be sold at the par value of twenty-five dollars each. 
The regular seat certificate, unimpaired, shall be transferable 
to any duly elected member. 


Life. 

Life membership seat certificates issued prior to May 14, 
1912, are transferable, unimpaired, to any duly elected mem¬ 
ber and exempt the holder from the payment of all fees and 
dues. Any life membership seat certificate issued after May 
14, 1912, shall not be transferable and upon the decease of 
any member holding such certificate so issued, the same shall 
revert to and become the property of the Chamber. 

Re-Issue. 

Any regular membership certificate acquired by the board 
of directors may be sold and re-issued to any active member. 

# 

Certificate. 

Every subscriber to a membership seat shall upon pay¬ 
ment in full for the same, be entitled to a certificate of owner¬ 
ship bearing the seal of the chamber and the signatures of the 
president and secretary. 


Transfer. 

Any regular membership seat certificate of a deceased 
member may be transferred by his legal representatives to any 
duly elected member. 
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Surrender . 

If the owner of a seat certificate ceases to be a member, 
for any cause, except death, his membership seat shall thereby 
be surrendered to the chamber and such certificate may be sold 
at the discretion of the bo^rd of directors, for not less than 
its face value, and when sold the proceeds of such sale, less 
any and all unpaid obligations to the chamber, shall be paid 
to the person in whose name the certificate stands on the 
books of the chamber, or to his legal representatives. 

Notices . 

In the event of the failure of any member whose seat 
has been surrendered to return to the secretary his seat cer¬ 
tificate within 10 days after such surrender, with proper en¬ 
dorsement of transfer, notice of such failure shall be posted 
on the bulletin board for a period of not exceeding thirty days 
and notice to return such certificate shall be mailed to such 
member at his address on the books of the chamber. 

Effective . 

No transfer of any certificate shall be effective until the 
outstanding certificate has been surrendered and entered on 
the books of the chamber, and a new certificate issued to 
transferee. Provided, however, where the owner of a seat 
certificate who ceases to be member for any cause, except 
death, and such member fails, neglects or refuses to surrender 
his outstanding certificate upon proper notice as above pro¬ 
vided, the board of directors may order a new certificate 
issued to a transferee without the surrender of such old cer¬ 
tificate. 


Loss. 

In the event of the loss or destruction of any seat certifi¬ 
cate, the owner thereof, or his legal representative, shall make 
a declaration of such loss or destruction before a notary, and 
shall transmit the same to the board of directors, who may 
cause a new certificate to be issued. The form of such affi¬ 
davit shall be as follows:

Forfeiture . 

Any member whose seat has been surrendered, who shall 
fail to return his certificate, or, in lieu thereof, a declaration 
of its loss or destruction, within thirty days after the date of 
the notice provided in this article, shall forfeit the same to the 
chamber and shall thereby surrender his property right. Any 
person who is a subscriber for a membership seat certificate, 
and who, from any cause, except death, shall cease to be a 
member before completing payment of such subscription, shall 
forfeit to the chamber all moneys that have been paid on 
account of such subscription, and moneys thus forfeited shall 
be credited to the sinking fund. 

Sinking Fund. 

There shall be a sinking fund established to which shall be 
credited all amounts accruing from the forfeiture of any par¬ 
tial payment on membership seat certificate subscription as 
provided in the foregoing section, or any other funds that the 
board of directors may designate. No moneys shall be drawn 
or transferred from the sinking fund for any purpose, except 
by the unanimous vote of the directors present at a regular 
meeting of the board of directors. 

In Case of Death. 

Upon the decease of a seat holder, whose membership 
seat has been paid for in whole or in part, the secretary shall 
notify his legal representative of the standing of such member 
upon the books of the chamber and such legal representative 
shall have the option, after the payment of all arrearages of 
such deceased member, to sell such certificate to any duly 
elected member of the chamber or to forfeit the same as above 
provided. 

Article III. 

BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 

Government. 

The government of the chamber shall be vested in the 
board of directors, who shall have control of its property and 
the direction of its affairs. 
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Composition . 

The board of directors shall consist of nineteen members, 
who shall be elected annually as hereinafter provided. 

Districts . 

In order to effect an equitable geographical distribution 
of the directors there shall be nine districts and two directors 
elected from each district, said directors to be residents of 
the districts from which they are elected. The nine districts 
shall be as follows: 

First District—First Ward. 

Second District—Second Ward. 

Third District—Third Ward. 

Fourth District—Fourth Ward. 

Fifth District—Fifth Ward. 

Sixth District—Sixth Ward. 

Seventh District—Seventh Ward. 

Eighth District—Eighth Ward. 

Ninth District—Lakewood. 

Commencing with the election of a board of directors in 
1913, the following rules shall govern: 

First District—There shall be four nominations and the 
candidate receiving the highest number of votes shall be 
elected for a term of two years, and the candidate receiving 
the next highest number of votes shall be elected for one year. 

Second District—There shall be four nominations. The 
candidate receiving the highest number of votes shall be 
elected for two years and the candidate receiving the next 
highest number of votes shall be elected for one year. 

Third District—There shall be no nominations in 1913, but 
in 1914 there shall be four nominations, the candidate receiv¬ 
ing the highest number of votes to be elected for two years, 
and the candidate receiving the next highest vote to be elected 
for one year. 

Fourth District—There shall be four nominations, the 
candidate receiving the highest number of votes to be elected 
for two years, and the candidate receiving the next highest 
number of votes to be elected for one year. 

Fifth District—There shall be four nominations, the can¬ 
didate receiving the highest number of votes to be elected for 
two years, and the candidate receiving the next highest num¬ 
ber of votes shall be elected for one year. 
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Sixth District—There shall be no nominations in 1913, 
but in 1914 there shall be four nominations, the candidate 
receiving the highest number of votes to be elected for two 
years, and the candidate receiving the next highest number 
of votes to be elected for one year. 

Seventh District—There shall be four nominations, the 
candidate receiving the highest number of votes to be elected 
for two years, and the candidate receiving the next highest 
vote to be elected for one year. 

Eighth District—There shall be no nominations in 1913, 
but in 1914 there shall be four nominations, the candidate re¬ 
ceiving the highest number of votes to be elected for two 
years, and the candidate receiving the next highest number of 
votes to be elected for one year. 

Ninth District—There shall be no nominations in 1913, 
but in 1914 there shall be four nominations, the candidate 
receiving the highest number of votes to be elected for two 
years, and the candidate receiving the next highest number 
of votes to be elected for one year. 

In all elections to be held after those provided for in this 
section there shall be elected annually one director from each 
district for a term of two years. No member shall serve as 
a director for more than one term in any four consecutive 
years. 


Duties. 

Their duties shall begin on the first Tuesday in January 
of each year, or as soon thereafter as they shall qualify, when 
they shall meet and elect a nineteenth director for one year 
and who shall be a seat holder, and officers for the year, and 
shall hold office until their successors are elected and qualified. 
The limitations as to eligibility contained in the foregoing 
paragraph of this article shall not apply to such nineteenth 
director. 


Officers . 

The board of directors shall elect from its own members 
a president, two vice-presidents and a treasurer, and shall 
annually elect a secretary and fix his salary. 

Vacancies. 

The directors shall have power to fill vacancies in the 
board. 
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Rules . 

The board of directors may adopt rules and regulations 
for the government and proper business conduct of the cham¬ 
ber, and shall have power to amend the same. 

Reports. 

The board of directors shall submit, at the Annual Meet¬ 
ing, a full review of its acts for the preceding year and shall 
also cause to be prepared an Annual Report of the financial 
condition of the chamber, which shall at all times be on file 
in the office of the secretary and open to the inspection of any 
member. 


Article IV. 

officers. 

% 

President. 

The president shall preside at all meetings of the cham¬ 
ber and board of directors. He shall perform all duties 
incident to his office and advise such action as may be deemed 
by him likely to increase the usefulness and prosperity of the 
chamber. 

The vice-presidents shall act in the absence of the presi¬ 
dent in the order of their election; and in the absence or dis¬ 
ability of the three officers named, a member shall be chosen 
to act temporarily. 

Treasurer. 

The treasurer shall receive and disburse the funds of the 
chamber. He shall make no disbursement except upon an 
order signed by the secretary and countersigned by the presi¬ 
dent, or, in the absence of the president, by one of the vice- 
presidents. He shall keep all moneys of the chamber depos¬ 
ited in his name in such depository as the board of directors 
may designate. He shall make monthly reports to the board, 
who shall require him to give acceptable bond, in a sum such 
as the board may determine, for the faithful performance of 
his duties. 

Secretary. 

It shall be the duty of the secretary to collect and keep 
a record of information of value to the members of the cham¬ 
ber, conduct the official correspondence, preserve all books, 
documents and communications, keep books of account and 
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maintain an accurate record of the proceedings of the cham¬ 
ber, board of directors and all standing committees. He shall 
supervise and direct the compilation of statistics and infor¬ 
mation of commercial and municipal value, and shall publish 
such reports as the board may order. He shall appoint and 
have general supervision over all employes of the chamber, 
incident to his office, subject to the direction of the board of 
directors. He shall perform such duties as may be incident to 
his office, subject to the direction of the board of directors. 
At the expiration of his term of office he shall deliver to the 
board of directors all books, papers and property of the 
chamber. 

Article V. 

COMMITTEES. 

The president shall appoint the following standing com¬ 
mittees of five members each, except the Acquaintance Com¬ 
mittee, which shall be composed of fifteen members:

Executive. 

The Executive Committee, composed of five members of 
the board of directors, shall transact all routine business 
of the chamber, and shall act for the board in the interim 
between its meetings or in the absence of a quorum thereof. 
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It shall have authority to order disbursements for the neces¬ 
sary expenses of the chamber, and shall audit the same for 
payment. It shall be empowered to employ such assistants, 
upon request of the secretary, as may be deemed necessary for 
the proper conduct of the business of the chamber. It shall 
have general supervision of the interest and property of the 
chamber. It shall submit at the regular meetings of the board 
reports of its acts or minutes of its proceedings for con¬ 
firmation. 

House . 

The president shall appoint a House Committee of five 
members. The duties of such committee shall be to make 
proper rules for the government of the club features attached 
to the chamber and to generally supervise the rooms, restaur¬ 
ant and all permanent amusement and entertainment features, 
and enforce such rules that proper conduct and decorum may 
be at all times observed. The rules so formulated and the 
permanent amusement and entertainment features proposed 
by the House Committee to first receive the approval of the 
board of directors, or executive committee, before becoming 
effective. 

Auditing. 

It shall be the duty of the Auditing Committee to conduct 
and supervise the examination and auditing of the books and 
accounts of the treasurer and secretary and report its findings 
to the board of directors at its first meeting in July and Janu¬ 
ary of each year, together with a statement of the financial 
condition of the chamber on June 30 and December 31 of 
each year. 

Duties. 

Except when specified the duties of standing and special 
committees shall be indicated by the respective names, and 
shall be such as usually belong to similar committees. 

Service. 

No member shall serve as chairman on more than one 
standing committee at the same time. 

Reports. 

All standing and special committees shall report their 
proceedings at the regular meetings of the board or chamber, 
and shall submit to the board of directors, prior to its last 
meeting before the annual meeting of the chamber, a full 
report of their acts and findings from the time of appoint¬ 
ment. Reports of all committees must be submitted in writ¬ 
ing and filed with the secretary. 
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Inefficiency. 

Should any standing or special committee fail to dis¬ 
charge the duties assigned to it with reasonable promptitude, 
such committee shall be declared discharged by the president 
upon recommendation by the executive committee or board 
of directors, and the president shall appoint a new committee 
for confirmation. 

Discharge. 

All standing committees shall be considered discharged at 
the end of each chamber year, or until their successors are 
appointed. All special committees shall be continued until 
otherwise ordered by the incoming board of directors. 

Vacancies. 

Vacancies in any committee shall be filled by the presi¬ 
dent, subject to approval by the board of directors. 

Ex-Officio. 

The president and secretary shall be ex-officio members 
of all committees, unless otherwise ordered. 

Article VI. 

MEETINGS. 

There shall be a regular meeting of the chamber on the 
second Tuesday in each month, except June, July and August, 
or when otherwise ordered by the chamber or its board of 
directors. 

Annual. 

The annual meeting of the chamber shall be held on the 
second Tuesday in January of each year. 

Quorum. 

Twenty members shall constitute a quorum at any regu¬ 
lar meeting of the chamber. 

Hours. 

The hours of meeting shall be fixed by the directors. 

Order. 

The order of business at all regular meetings shall be 
as follows: 
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Call to order. 

Reading minutes. 

Communications. 

Reports of officers. 

Reports of standing committees. 

Reports of special committees. 

Unfinished business. 

New business. 

Elections. 

Adjournment. 

Board . 

The board of directors shall hold regular meetings on the 
first Tuesday of each month; seven members of the board 
shall constitute a quorum. 

Committees . 

Meetings of committees may be called at any time by the 
president or by the chairman of such committees. 

Special . 

Special meetings of the chamber, board of directors and 
committees may be called by the president; special meetings 
of the chamber or board shall be called upon the written re¬ 
quest of ten members. 

Change. 

The board of directors may at any time order a change 
in time of holding regular or special meetings. 

Business. 

At all special meetings of the chamber, only such business 
as the meeting was called to consider shall be discussed or 
acted upon, except by unanimous consent. 

Attendance. 

Neglect of officers, directors or members of committees 
to attend three consecutive meetings shall be deemed a tender 
of resignation, unless satisfactory reasons be given acceptable 
to the board of directors. 

Executive. 

Upon motion of any member, the chamber may, by a 
majority vote, go into executive session. 
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Speeches. 

No member shall be permitted to speak more than twice, 
or longer than five minutes each time, on any one subject, 
except by a majority vote of those present. 

Exclusion. ' -c: 

No one but a member shall address the chamber, except 
by unanimous consent. 

Resolutions. 

All resolutions offered must be in writing and handed 
to the secretary. 

Reference. 

No member shall read or offer for action any communi¬ 
cation, report or resolution, without first making a general 
statement of the subject matter thereof. Should any two 
members object to its coming before the chamber at once, 
it shall be referred to an advisory committee of three, to be 
immediately appointed by the presiding officer. After hearing 
any statement the member offering or the members objecting 
to the resolution may desire to make, said advisory com¬ 
mittee shall report the resolution back to the same meeting 
of the chamber with a recommendation that the resolution be 
acted upon at once, or be referred for future action. 

Approval. 

Any communication, report or resolution which has re¬ 
ceived the approval of the board of directors shall be acted 
on without reference. 


Article VII. 

Elections. 

The election of directors shall be held upon the second 
Tuesday in December of each year. If, for any reason, it is 
deemed expedient to change the date of any annual election, 
a resolution to such effect must receive a two-thirds vote of 
those present at any general meeting. 

Nominating. 

At the last regular meeting of the board of directors prior 
to the annual election the board shall elect a nominating com¬ 
mittee, said committee to consist of one member from each 
of the nine districts. 
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Official. 

The nominating committee shall prepare a list of eighteen 
candidates, two from each district, to be known as the “official 
ticket/’ and from which members may select nine for direc¬ 
tors, voting for but one from each district. All nominations 
made by the nominating committee must be of members who 
are seat holders in good standing. 

Reports. 

The report of the nominating committee shall be posted 
and a printed copy thereof mailed to each member of the 
chamber at least six days prior to the annual election. 

Polls. 

The polls shall be open from 12 m. until 5 p. m. on the 
day of the annual election. 

Result. 

The candidate from each of the nine districts receiving 
the highest number of votes cast at the annual election shall 
be constituted and declared a member of the board of direc¬ 
tors for the period of two years. 

Tie. 

In the election of directors, should a tie vote occur, the 
committee of judges shall cast lots and certify as elected the 
person or persons on whom the selection falls. 

Unofficial. 

Any fifteen members of the chamber may nominate a 
different ticket or tickets by posting the same, over their sig¬ 
natures, on the bulletin board, not later than three days previ¬ 
ous to the annual election, provided, however, that the ticket 
conforms to the requirements of the “official ticket” in the 
observance of the nine districts and that the nominees shall 
be seat holders. 

Voting. 

All voting shall be by ballot. No proxies shall be allowed. 
A plurality of the votes cast shall constitute an election. 

Judges. 

The president shall appoint and announce at the meeting 
when the nominating committee is elected, a committee of 
five judges, who are not members of the board of directors 
or candidates for election as such, to have supervision of the 
election, and such committee shall serve from the opening of 
the polls until the result has been ascertained. 
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Certificates. 

The committee shall cause to be issued to each director 
elected a certificate of his election, bearing the signature of 
the committee of judges. 


Article VIII. 

TRIALS AND CHARGES. 

Court. 

The board of directors shall constitute a court to examine 
into charges of unbusinesslike conduct, willful violation of 
business contracts or obligations, or offenses against the by¬ 
laws, rules and regulations of the chamber. 

Investigation. 

If it shall become known to the board that any member 
has disgraced himself, and that in the opinion of the board 
his further connection with the chamber would injuriously 
affect its good name and dignity, it shall be the duty of the 
board to cause an investigation, and it shall report the result 
of such investigation to the chamber for final action, with 
its recommendation. 


Charges. 

Charges made by one or more members against another 
must always be submitted to the board of directors in writing, 
and due notice shall be promptly given said accused member 
of such charges. 

Expulsion. 

Any member who may be expelled from the chamber 
shall forfeit his membership certificate and be excluded from 
the rooms, and the application of any expelled member shall 
not again be considered for election to membership, unless 
by a two-thirds vote of the board of directors. 

Hearing. 

Members against whom charges are made shall be entitled 
to a fair hearing in their own defense, but shall not employ 
professional counsel to defend them. 
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Notification. 

The secretary shall notify, by mail or messenger, any 
member who shall have been censured, suspended or ex¬ 
pelled. 

Article IX. 

DISBURSEMENTS. 

Expenditures. 

No disbursements of the funds of the chamber shall be 
made unless the same shall have been approved and ordered 
by the executive committee or board of directors, and no or¬ 
der upon the treasurer shall be honored by him unless such 
order shall be signed by the secretary and countersigned by 
the president, or in the absence of the president, one of the 
vice-presidents. 

Appropriations. 

No appropriation of money or other property of the 
chamber shall be made for any purpose other than to defray 
its legitimate expenses, except by the unanimous vote of the 
members present at a meeting of the board of directors, or 
a four-fifths majority vote of those present at a meeting of 
the chamber. 

Article X. 

SEAL. 

The Cleveland Chamber of Industry shall have a seal of 
such design as the board of directors may adopt. 

Article XI. 

PARLIAMENTARY RULES. 

The proceedings of the chamber meetings shall be gov¬ 
erned by and conducted according to the latest edition of 
Robert’s manual on parliamentary rules. 

Article XII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

By-Laws. 

These by-laws may be amended or altered by a two-thirds 
vote of those present at any regular or special meeting, pro¬ 
vided notice of the proposed change shall have been published 
in The Cleveland Enterprise, or mailed to the members, at 
least four days prior to such meeting. 
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Approval. 

All proposed amendments shall first receive the approval 
of the board of directors. 

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

Hours. 

The rooms of the chamber shall be open daily from 
8:30 a. m. until 5 p. m., except Sundays and holidays. 

They shall also be open at other times for meetings of 
the chamber board of directors or committees, and by order 
of the executive committee. 

Rooms. 

The rooms shall be for the exclusive use of members and 
guests, and shall not be used for any purpose not provided 
for unless by permission of the executive committee, and then 
subject to such restrictions as it may deem proper. 

Use. 

The rooms may be used for meetings of any branch of 
trade, business or profession represented in the membership 
of the chamber, but written permission must be obtained 
through the secretary prior to such meeting. 

Visitors. 

A member may personally introduce a visitor to the privi¬ 
leges of the chamber by recording the name and residence 
of the guest, together with his own, in the visitors 1 register, 
which shall entitle such person to the privileges of the cham¬ 
ber for a period of two weeks. A card of membership in any 
commercial organization of good standing in the United States 
shall entitle the holder to the privileges of the chamber for a 
period of not exceeding two weeks. Such period may be ex¬ 
tended by approval of the executive committee. 

Registration. 

Persons, not members, attending any meeting, shall be 
expected to register. 

Press. 

The courtesies of the chamber shall be extended to duly 
accredited representatives of the press.

Cards . 

A membership card shall be issued annually to each mem¬ 
ber who is not in arrears for dues, and who shall present it 
when so requested.

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FAREWELL ADDRESS. 

By H. E. Hackenberg. 

January 14, 1913. 

Gentlemen of the Cleveland Chamber of Industry: 

Sometimes retrospection is a sad and unpleasant thing 
to him who reviews the past, but such is not the case with me 
in looking back over the past year’s connection with this or¬ 
ganization as its president. The review of my associations 
with the board of directors, with the various standing and 
special committees, and with the members of the chamber 
at its meetings and otherwise, has been one continued source 
of satisfaction and pleasure, unalloyed by any of the unpleas¬ 
ant features that so often creep into an organization of this 
kind. 

I cannot say, however, and I do not suppose that any 
member of the chamber can truthfully say that we have ac¬ 
complished all that was possible, or all that should have been 
accomplished during the past year, but still, the report of your 
board of directors shows that the chamber has added to its 
laurels many accomplishments along civic improvements, com¬ 
mercial, educational and social advancement, and nothing has 
occurred to mar the pleasure of social gatherings of the cham¬ 
ber or to obstruct the onward march of material achievements. 
While, perhaps, the board of directors and the committees 
have not done all that we set out to do,, or that some people 
may have expected, I believe that practically every officer 
and member of the committees can say that he did the very 
best that he could, and furthermore, I think we can say, with 
pardonable pride, that our achievements during the past year 
are well worth all that they cost in time, energy and expense. 

I take this occasion to publicly thank every member of 
the board of directors and the various standing and special 
committees for their loyal support and for their efforts to 
accomplish the tasks before them, no matter how difficult, 
often taking their time at great personal sacrifice. I also 
wish to acknowledge in this public manner the very able 
services rendered by your accomplished secretary. He has 
always been on the job, not only in calling meetings of the 
chamber, of the board of directors, and of committees, and in 
attending same, but in his alertness in watching the needs of 
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the community in the way of civic improvements, commercial 
needs, and educational and social betterment and calling the 
attention of the proper agency to the same. His keen fore¬ 
sight and good judgment has been of great assistance to the 
board of directors in taking up and deciding matters of im¬ 
portance to the chamber and to the city. He is certainly en¬ 
titled to any words of commendation that I can give for him. 

While my term of office as your president and a member 
of the board of directors has expired, I do not relinquish an 
iota of the interest that I have in this organization and I be¬ 
seech you, fellow members, to renew with me your earnest 
desire and intent to make this organization one of continued 
power for good in this community and city. \ou have dem¬ 
onstrated the West Side can support a successful civic or¬ 
ganization, and it is up to you and to me to see that the 
present high standard of the organization is not only main¬ 
tained, but that it may reach still higher goals of efficiency 
and accomplishment of good. 

No organization can be operated successfully without 
some expense. The Cleveland Chamber of Industry has a 
magnificent home in this building, and the expense of opera¬ 
tion, to my mind, is economical and reasonable but even this 
cannot be met unless members will promptly pay for their seat 
certificates and dues. The cost of membership is extremely 
modest compared with other and similar organizations, and 
we should consider it a privilege to belong to such an import¬ 
ant organization at such a low cost. Let us, members of the 
chamber, pay our dues promptly and hold ourselves in readi¬ 
ness to respond to the call of duty whenever we can aid the 
chamber in attending meetings, taking part in discussions 
and working on the standing and special committees whenever 
it is possible for us to do so, and the satisfaction that comes 
to us in co-operating to make this a better city to live in will 
be remuneration far in excess of any material recompense that 
might come to us. We may honestly differ in many things, 
and sometimes in the methods to obtain certain results, but 
there should be no difference in doing these things which 
make Cleveland, and particularly the West Side, the best pos¬ 
sible place in which to live and enjoy those blessings which 
are the inheritance of all good and right-living people. 

It now gives me very great pleasure to hand the gavel to 
Mr. E. A. Murphy, whom your board of directors has elected 
president for the coming year. He has been a loyal member 
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of the chamber from the beginning, and has served faithfully 
and efficiently on the board of directors. I bespeak for him 
the same consideration and loyal support that I have had, and 
I hope that every member will join me in assisting to make 
the coming year the most successful in our history.

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INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 

By E. A. Murphy. 

January 14, 1913. 

Gentlemen of the Cleveland Chamber of Industry: 

I thank you for this honor and for myself and colleagues 
can only express the hope that we may maintain the present 
high state of efficiency bequeathed to us by the retiring of¬ 
ficers and board. 

Previous to the organization of the Chamber of Indus¬ 
try we were receiving only the crumbs which fell from the 
municipal table. We were not compactly organized or united 
in our desires and demands for great public improvements 
west of the Cuyahoga River. Now all is changed and through 
the Chamber of Industry, as a mouthpiece, we speak in no 
uncertain tones. 

The Annual Report of the board of directors and the 
address of our retiring president have given you a compre¬ 
hensive idea of work done and some forecast of important 
matters to be followed up. In this connection I might men¬ 
tion some others which should engage our attention and ef¬ 
forts, namely: To hasten the completion of the Clark Ave¬ 
nue bridge; the proposed cliff drive from Edgewater Park, 
west, making one of the most beautiful drives in the United 
States; to help and advise as to the West Side tunnel; the 
extension of the West 65th car line to Denison Avenue as soon 
as the subway under the Big Four tracks at West 65th Street 
is completed; a foot subway at the L. S. & M. S. Ry. at West 
65th Street, an improvement which has been promised and 
money available; a vehicle subway at the L. S. & M. S. Ry. 
at West 76th Street; street car service to Linndale. 

We cannot expect to accomplish all of these things in 
the coming year, but we can some of them and steadily work 
for the others. 

Gentlemen, I know that you are loyal citizens; your mem¬ 
bership in the Chamber of Industry proves that. But we 
want to build up stronger and better all the time. There are 
yet many splendid citizens eligible for membership here who 
are not yet enrolled. Let us see to it that these citizens enlist 
under our colors during this year. Be “boosters ; never let 
an opportunity pass to speak well of the chamber and its work, 
a quiet word now and then may bring us a loyal and in¬ 
fluential member. 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 

To the Members of the Cleveland Chamber of Industry: 

Again your board of directors comes to you with annual 
greetings and only words of praise for 1912, and every reason 
to look forward to a prosperous and active year for the cham¬ 
ber. Each year not only seems to more firmly cement the 
bonds of good citizenship which particularly mark our or¬ 
ganization, but also brings the community into closer sym¬ 
pathy with the civic ideals fostered by the chamber. The 
growth of Cleveland is such that it is more than probable the 
million population will have registered before 1920. This 
means serious and important civic problems, and to the best 
and most proper solution of those problems all progressive 
citizens should lend their effort. We believe the member¬ 
ship of the Cleveland Chamber of Industry is composed of 
such citizens and that in the future, as in the past, this cham¬ 
ber will be found in the vanguard. 

Recent changes in the constitution of Ohio make possible 
legislation which may work great benefits or the contrary, 
according to the intelligent action of the voters. It is not our 
province to here enter upon any discussion of these matters, 
but we feel that any questions vitally affecting the citizens of 
this state should have a full and free exposition and discus¬ 
sion in this Chamber, the sole purpose of which should be to 
secure all the information possible so that our members may 
act as they deem best after such information has been ob¬ 
tained 

Along this line and in keeping with this suggestion, we 
desire to particularly emphasize the importance of the new city 
charter proposition which is to come before the citizens of 
Cleveland during the coming year. Much will be published, 
much will be said, but too much cannot be printed or spoken 
to give the citizens the fullest information. We believe it 
should be the business of this chamber to enter into this cam¬ 
paign of education and by meetings and other means help to 
arrive at the best and most intelligent conclusions. 

We do not believe, however, it is necessary to caution 
the Cleveland Chamber of Industry to be alert. Our history 
shows that we have lost no opportunity to be useful to the 
community and helpful to our constituency. This activity has 
gained for us the pleasant and enviable reputation of “live 
wires.” We have no fears that the vital current will be 
switched and the wires become dead. 
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It is a pleasure for us to acknowledge the splendid and 
unselfish work of the various committees and the heartfelt 
thanks of this board is hereby tendered them for their serv¬ 
ices. 

To fully review the work of the chamber for the year 
1912 would consume too much of your time, if not patience. 
The work of the chamber is incessant and each day the exec¬ 
utive office has its full quota of activity. While the chamber 
has but nine regular meetings during the year, the board of 
directors meets once each month and the executive committee 
meets three to four times each month. In these meetings 
come the initiative of nearly all the activities of the chamber, 
and the interests and welfare of the community is ever con¬ 
sidered. 

In reviewing the work of the chamber, in general, for 
the past year, we shall do so under the headings of regular 
standing committees in their order. 

Aquaintance. 

The work of the Acquaintance Committee, as its name 
signifies, is wholly social and its efforts are largely directed 
towards getting the members acquainted with each other at 
the meetings and other functions of the chamber. Now that 
the membership is so large, the work of this committee be¬ 
comes as important as it should be pleasant. We believe that 
one of the valuable assets of this chamber is the feeling of 
good fellowship which prevails and therefore the Acquaint¬ 
ance Committee can do splendid work in promoting this 
feeling. 

Auditing. 

The Auditing Committee deserves the sincere thanks of 
this chamber for the splendid and complete system it has in¬ 
stalled, making it possible at any time to know the exact 
financial condition of the organization and the status of any 
one of the more than one thousand accounts carried. We be¬ 
lieve the system is a model one and not surpassed by any civic 
body in the country. The financial statement and annual audit 
of the chamber is on file in the Secretary’s office and open 
for inspection to any member at any time. 

Bridges. 

The valleys of the Cuyahoga River, Walworth Run and 
Big Creek have furnished and will continue to furnish abund¬ 
ant opportunities for unceasing work upon the part of this 
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chamber and its regular and special bridge committees. As 
the city grows and population becomes more condensed and 
congested, the bridging of these valleys becomes a greater 
necessity. 

We are now enjoying the first high level bridge across 
the navigable Cuyahoga in the CQnverted Central Viaduct, 
and the comfort and convenience which this structure affords 
the public only adds to the desire to hasten the completion of 
the Detroit-Superior high level. 

It is our pleasure to commend most highly our Bridge 
Committee for its untiring attention to all the details con¬ 
nected with the Detroit-Superior High Level Viaduct. Not 
only has the committee given valuable aid and assistance to 
the County Commissioners but has also co-operated with other 
civic bodies and the contractors to secure the adjustment of 
any difficulties so there might not be one day’s delay in push¬ 
ing the project to a rapid completion. This improvement 
stands as pre-eminent and there should nothing intervene to 
delay its earliest realization. 

Recognizing that all such great public improvements 
move slowly at best, the following preamble and resolutions 
were unanimously adopted by the chamber at its meeting on 
November 12, 1912: 

“WHEREAS, The present growth of Cleveland is such 
as to make almost certain that by the next census it will be¬ 
come the Fifth City of the Union, and to this end every loyal 
and patriotic body should lend its aid. 

“WHEREAS, While we view with great satisfaction the 
proposed extensions and improvements of surface lines and 
the building of subways, and while we are more than gratified 
with the progress already made in the building of viaducts 
and bridges to span the river and runs peculiar to our city, 
yet we fully recognize that if this city is to find itself prepared 
for 1920 and its million population there must be further ef¬ 
fort along all these lines of improvement. 

“WHEREAS, We believe the city of Cleveland should 
be as one, without a geographical distinction which the Cuya¬ 
hoga River has forced upon us. This state of affairs can 
most quickly be eliminated when there are ample and con¬ 
venient avenues of transportation across this valley. 

“WHEREAS, It is our belief, with every indication to 
warrant it, that by the time the present Detroit-Superior High 
Level bridge is completed and opened for traffic, the conges- 
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tion.of transportation will be such that more facilities will be 
imperative. 

“WHEREAS, From past experience we are fully aware 
that it takes several years to secure great public improve¬ 
ments. Even after a campaign of education and the legal 
right obtained to proceed, there is another long period of wait¬ 
ing the final completion and dedication to public use of such 
improvements. Therefore, in view of the foregoing be it 

“RESOLVED, By the Cleveland Chamber of Industry 
that there should be immediate steps taken looking to the 
building of a new high level bridge with Lorain Avenue as 
the western terminus and Huron Road or Eagle Avenue as 
the eastern terminus. 

“RESOLVED, That the president of the Chamber of In¬ 
dustry appoint a Special Committee of fifteen, the said Special 
Committee to include the present standing Committee on 
Bridges and that in the appointment of the remaining eleven 
members they be chosen from different sections of the city 
west of the river, and that this committee immediately or¬ 
ganize and submit a report to this chamber.” 

This board fully realizes the magnitude and importance 
of this undertaking and would urge the chamber to not lose 
sight of it, but make it one of its principal objects and stop 
at nothing short of complete success. 

The Clark Avenue bridge is progressing and notwith¬ 
standing certain “friendly” law suits, it will proceed regard¬ 
less of these seeming obstructions. 

The chamber has reason to congratulate its Bridge Com¬ 
mittee in the final outcome of the Brooklyn Brighton Via¬ 
duct across Big Creek valley. It was upon the suggestions 
and insistence of our committee that an ideal route was chosen 
for the new bridge, which gives a splendid concrete structure, 
wide, straight and level from highland to highland. 

Executive. 

The Executive Committee, composed of five members of 
the board of directors, is without doubt the busiest committee 
of the chamber. For the greater part of the past year it has 
met once each week and its acts are reviewed and passed upon 
by the board of directors at its monthly meetings. The finan¬ 
cial affairs of the chamber are supervised by this committee 
and its acts upon all general matters during the interim be¬ 
tween meetings of the board. The thanks of this chamber 
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and the board of directors are certainly due these faithful 
gentlemen who have so ably discharged their duties during 
the past year. 

Entertainment. 

It is scarcely necessary for us to mention the Entertain¬ 
ment Committee, except to give it unlimited praise. Its ac¬ 
tivities have endeared it to the hearts of all our members, 
and the year 1912 has certainly set a high standard for the 
coming years. 


Education. 

It is a pleasure to note that the public schools of Cleve¬ 
land have ceased from any real or imaginary unrest and the 
entire system is moving along in a harmonious and progressive 
spirit. The Board of Education asked the people for extra 
funds to improve the physical condition of the schools, and 
the bonds were freely voted. It is the purpose of the Board 
of Education, and to be most highly commended, to keep pace 
with the demand for adeuqate school room and abolish all 
portable buildings. 

This chamber has every reason to feel gratified that its 
re'quest for West Side representation upon the Board of Edu¬ 
cation was met by the election of Mr. C. J. Neal to fill the 
vacancy caused by the resignation of Mr. J. R. Krause. 

A special committee of the chamber is at present con¬ 
sidering the proposition embodied in the following resolution 
adopted by the board of directors: 

“WHEREAS, The building now occupied by the High 
School of Commerce, situated at the corner of Bridge Avenue 
and Randall Road, is totally inadequate to care for the num¬ 
ber of pupils enrolled and unfitted for the proper carrying 
on of the work of the school, and 

“WHEREAS, The needs of a growing and prosperous 
commercial city like Cleveland demand the training of many 
of its children in ways that will fit them to grow up to be 
useful business people with high ideals of efficiency, honesty 
and business ethics, in order that Cleveland business men may 
in the future continue to command an ever widening respect 
as business leaders in the country and maintain this city's 
position and influence as a leader of the country's prosperity, 
and 
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“WHEREAS, Steps must be taken in the near future for 
a new building upon a suitable site commensurate with the 
dignity of its purpose and the importance of its work, and 

“WHEREAS, A High School of Commerce should be 
located near to the business, manufacturing and financial cen¬ 
ters of the community and at the same time be so placed that 
fresh air, quiet and ample playground space may be accessible, 
and 

“WHEREAS, The completion of the new viaduct and the 
opening and improving of Edgewater Boulevard from said 
viaduct to West 45th Street may make possible a site fulfilling 
the above mentioned conditions, both of nearness to the busi¬ 
ness center and favorable location for study. Therefore, 
be it 

“RESOLVED, That the Educational Committee recom¬ 
mend to the board of directors of the Chamber of Industry 
that they appoint a special committee to consider the feasi¬ 
bility of securing a new and adequate building for the High 
School of Commerce to be located on a site near the west 
end of the new viaduct facing Edgewater Boulevard and 
overlooking the harbor of Cleveland.

The committee is giving this matter painstaking investiga¬ 
tion and study and whatever their conclusion, the chamber 
should give it hearty approval and support. 

Fire and Police. 

The necessity for more fire protection was one of the 
earliest subjects taken up by this chamber and at that time 
a warning was sounded which has just had its echo in the 
report of the National Association of Fire Insurance Under¬ 
writers. It is true that the agitation of the chamber resulted 
in additional protection to both the West and East Sides, but 
the rapid growth of the city makes this problem so serious 
that it should be regarded as an emergency measure and 
treated as such. 
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Proper police protection is also the right of every tax¬ 
payer and the present police force is woefully inadequate, 
numerically considered. We believe the city administration 
fully realizes the urgent need of more fire and police pro¬ 
tection, and we are sure that this chamber will lend every aid 
to assist in bringing this about. 

Through the initiative of our Fire and Police Committee, 
the first step was taken the past year to abolish the foolish and 
criminal observance of Hallowe’en, which had grown to such 
an extent that night was made hideous by rowdyism and the 
destruction of property. We desire to commend the committee 
and also the firm stand taken by the Director of Public Safety 
in correcting this growing evil. 

House. 

During the past year the House Committee has ren¬ 
dered most valuable service. With the increasing member¬ 
ship the social and club features are becoming more popular 
and therefore the comfort and convenience of guests assumes 
greater importance. Because of the splendid management of 
the House Committee the billiard parlors and bowling alleys 
are better equipped than ever before and are greatly enjoyed 
by our members. The restaurant department has been thor¬ 
oughly reorganized, valuable improvements made and equip¬ 
ment added and is now under efficient and satisfactory man¬ 
agement. The House Committee certainly deserves the thanks 
of the chamber for its work. 

Hospitals and Benevolences. 

This committee has been alert and has responded to all 
the demands made upon it. It has considered a number of 
propositions submitted to it and given proper aid and assist¬ 
ance wherever possible. The committee is in full accord 
with the proposition that the charities of the city should be 
so organized and administered as to avoid duplication of ef¬ 
fort and relief. 

Industrial. 

While it is not the province of the chamber to promote 
industrial enterprises, yet our committee has held itself in 
readiness to secure favorable locations for any corporations 
desiring such assistance. The committee has also rendered 
valuable aid in making certain investigations regarding so- 
called “official” inspection and in one instance exposed a palp¬ 
able fraud which was being practiced upon manufacturers. 
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We would recommend that during the coming year this 
committee make it a part of their work to secure complete 
statistical information regarding all industries west of the 
Cuyahoga River. Such record would be valuable in many 
ways to the chamber. 

Legislation. 

The Committee on Legislation has not been idle during 
1912. Under its auspices and direction several public meet¬ 
ings were held to discuss the Ohio constitutional amendments. 
These meetings were educational in character and able speak¬ 
ers were secured from Cleveland and elsewhere to discuss the 
more important propositions submitted to the citizens of Ohio. 

Our committee has also paid some attention to the new 
city charter proposition, but the real consideration of this 
question will come in 1913, and we have no doubt the next 
Committee on Legislation will give it earnest thought and 
effort. 

Library. 

The Library Committee has concerned itself chiefly dur¬ 
ing the past year in considering the petition of residents in 
the vicinity of West 25th Street and Denison Avenue for a 
Branch Library building. The committee has met several 
times and has recommended to this board that such a build¬ 
ing should be erected and pledged this organization to use 
all efforts to secure it. The committee has also kept in touch 
with the various other branches and the work west of the 
river. 

We herewith present the report of the Committee: 

“Your committee begs to call attention to the splendid 
work done in the following branches on the West and South 
Sides: Carnegie, Lorain, Edgewater, Brooklyn, South Brook¬ 
lyn, Pilgrim Church and four school branches. The influence 
of these branches upon the educational and cultural life of 
the community is immeasurable. We note, more specifically 
some of the work done at a single center, namely, The Car¬ 
negie West Branch, with its 29,000 volumes. 

“The report for the year 1911 indicates that 106,000 per¬ 
sons have taken advantage of its books and periodicals. The 
influence of this center upon the child-life of the community 
is evidenced by the fact that the juvenile circulation consti¬ 
tutes 40 per cent of the whole. The systematic story-telling 
by experts cultivates at least 150 children twice each week. 
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“The Hungarian Department, with its 2,500 volumes, does 
double the work of the previous year. Three night classes are 
conducted each week with an enrollment of 50 by volunteer 
teachers from the Y. M. C. A. and Y. W. C. A. and promise 
to Americanize the stranger. 

* “Besides the strictly educational work, the building has be¬ 
come a community and social service center. The auditorium is 
used for regular lectures, musicals, the smaller rooms are used 
for club purposes, and one room is used for a dental clinic 
for poor children under the direction of the Clevelan4 Dental 
Association. In all these departments the work has made 
steady progress, and its influence upon the city's educational 
and cultural life is inestimable. 

“Through local suggestions the committee discovered the 
inadequacy of the Brooklyn equipment and recommended that 
the chamber use its influence with the Library Board in the 
direction of a more adequate quarters at the earliest possible 
time.

The chamber should feel gratified that its request for 
the re-election of Dr. Charles Gentsch to the Public Library 
Board was so kindly considered by the Board of Education 
and that able gentleman again chosen to give the public his 
valuable services. 

Lighting. 

While this committee has not had much work during the 
past year, yet all matters referred to it were promptly cared 
for. 

Now that municipal lighting and heating is to be ex¬ 
tensively entered into, it should be the duty of this committee 
during the coming year to keep in close touch with that prop¬ 
osition and see that the city west of the river receives full 
and competent service. It should not be forgotten that the 
first municipal light plant in the city was the Brooklyn plant 
and that the liberal patronage bestowed upon it by South 
and West Side citizens gave warrant for the greater enlarge¬ 
ment of the idea. We certainly should be well taken care of 
in light, heat and power. 
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Membership. 

The total membership of the chamber on January 1, 1912, 
was 1,025. This was a large increase over 1911 and the hope 
was expressed by the last board of directors that in 1912 the 
membership could be brought up to the limit of 1,200 and a 
“waiting list” be created. This result could be announced if 
the present board had not taken a very positive stand upon 
the policy of carrying delinquent members. It was early 
decided that good business and the best interests of the or¬ 
ganization demanded the purging of the lists of all non-pro¬ 
ductive members. The consequence has been many suspen¬ 
sions for non-payment of dues and these, together with sev¬ 
eral deaths and a few resignations, have held the member¬ 
ship below the mark set, but gives the board a substantial body 
upon which it can rely. During the year there have been 
additions from month to month and on September 26 a Special 
Membership Committee of sixty members was appointed to 
carry on a “hurry-up” campaign to reach the limit, if possible, 
of 1,200 by January 1, 1913. 

This large committee organized in two teams of 30 mem¬ 
bers each, known as “The Never Quits” and “The Flying 
Squadron.” The net result of this campaign was 191 new 
members. 

The thanks of this board are hereby tendered this Special 
Committee for the splendid work done and the committee 
practically accomplished its aim and we would now be with 
our 1,200 members and a “waiting list” had it not been for 
the policy of the board to clear away the “dead wood.” 

Municipal Art and Architecture 

The opportunities offered this committee during the past 
year have been limited but there promises to be real work 
for it in the coming year. 

Music and Art. 

In this aesthetic field there has not been anything of a 
general character to call for any committee action. Our com¬ 
mittee did not enter into any discussion of “ragtime” or the 
“classics” for park concerts and so far as art was concerned, 
the troubles of the Wade Park Art Museum (to be) over¬ 
shadowed all other matters. 

We would suggest, however, that with our beautiful au¬ 
ditorium, an annual Art Exhibition might be held which would 
prove most enjoyable to our members and citizens and do 
much toward arousing general interest. 
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Parks and Boulevards. 

Actual work is in progress upon Edgewater Boulevard 
extension and this improvement will take practical shape dur¬ 
ing the coming year. 

In connection with this, our committee has urged the 
opening up of the corners of West 25th Street and Detroit 
Avenue so as to provide a wide and spacious plaza, thus giv¬ 
ing an imposing entrance to the boulevard, west, and new high 
level, east. We have every reason to believe that this will be 
done in working out thje final plans. 

Fairmount Park, or the old reservoir on Franklin Avenue, 
has been leveled and in place of this pyramid there will be a 
beautiful park, easy of access to old and young. The removal 
of this cherished landmark gave occasion for some sentimental 
opposition, but we are fully satisfied it will be thoroughly 
appreciated by all. 

Playgrounds. 

This was a newly created committee for 1912, and has 
not properly gotten into action as yet. There are some mat¬ 
ters which the 1913 committee should take up and push, one 
of which is the proposition to establish a playground in the 
vicinity of Clark Avenue and Fulton Road. 

Postal. 

Our Postal Committee is constantly on the alert to im¬ 
prove the service for our business men and manufacturers. 
Each year our committee makes progress in this direction and 
the past year is no exception to the rule. Through the ef¬ 
forts of the committee an additional daily delivery was se¬ 
cured for a large number of our manufacturing concerns and 
their appreciation of this work is most pronounced. This 
board also expresses its sincere thanks for the good work 
done by the committee. 

Publication. 

The Publication Committee has given faithful service and 
through the columns of our weekly publication, The Cleveland 
Enterprise, has given full and free publicity of the affairs of 
the chamber. 

River and Harbor. 

The services of our River and Harbor Committee have 
been freely given to all matters referred to it. In the larger 
plans for the improvement of the river and harbor, our com- 
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mittee has been called into frequent conferences and has 
proven its ability and wisdom. It is almost needless to state 
that we have always manifested our intense desire to see this 
city take the it should as a lake port and we have rec¬ 
ognized that this will be impossible until our river is straight¬ 
ened, widened and deepened. Our enthusiastic support is 
unquestionably pledged to all wise measures looking toward 
such a consummation. 

Street and Steam Railways. 

This committee has devoted its principal work to urging 
the building of a passenger depot at or near Detroit Avenue. 
Frequent conferences have been held with railway officials and 
personal inspection trips have been made. The justice of the 
proposition has been admitted by the railway authorities, but 
the claim of the railway authorities is that physical conditions 
do not favor the scheme. Heavy grades at this point seem 
to present engineering problems which are thought to be pro¬ 
hibitive. Our committee has not, nor will not, give up the 
fight. The city administration is lending aid to the conten¬ 
tion of the committee and it is confidently expected that a 
favorable solution will yet be reached and this very necessary 
improvement made. 

Street railway matters are perhaps more familiar to every 
man, woman and child than any branch of the city service. 
Out of the many changes and innovations it is sincerely hoped 
will come adequate relief. 

We have the promise that during the coming year cars 
will be operated across the Denison-Harvard bridge, thus 
creating a cross-town line and in that manner correct the 
“double fare” nuisance on the Denison line. 

Our committee has also endorsed the proposition for dif¬ 
ferent colored lights for the various lines, a great convenience 
for car riders at night. 

Streets and Sewers. 

Probably no committee of the chamber has been more 
active or efficient than the Streets and Sewers Committee. 

In the widening and paving of West 25th Street, our 
committee actively opposed any plan other than uniform width 
and now that thoroughfare presents a handsome appearance. 

A full and comprehensive report has been made regarding 
the intercepting sewer showing the change in plans and the 
proposed disposal of sewage by several reduction plants. 
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Through the efforts of the committee, the paving of Berea 
Road to its intersection with Lorain Avenue promises to 
become a reality. 

Many minor matters have been handled by the committee, 
always with successful results. We can only hope that the 
coming year will witness like efficient work and most heartily 
thank the committee of 1912 for their earnest and successful 
efforts. 


Branch Post Office Building. 

Improved postal service and facilities for the city west 
of the river has always been one of the objects of this cham¬ 
ber and among the earliest propositions advocated was a large 
and commodious branch building on the West Side. This 
proposition was steadily advocated and last winter a bill was 
introduced by Congressman Howland, carrying an appropri¬ 
ation of $250,000, for such a building. 

In order to give special aid to Congressman Howland, a 
committee was appointed to gather data which would be con¬ 
vincing evidence that such a building was necessary and would 
tend greatly to improve the service of the entire city by re¬ 
lieving congestion at the main office. 

This committee has been at work and has met with hearty 
co-operation in securing the information desired. The com¬ 
mittee stands in readiness to appear before the congressional 
committee at Washington whenever called. The chamber is 
fortunate in having as a member Hon. William Gordon, con¬ 
gressman-elect from this district. Mr. Gordon is also a mem¬ 
ber of our Branch Post Office Building Committee and is an 
enthusiastic supporter of this proposition. Should' the bill in 
congress fail to come up for action at this session of congress, 
we may rest assured that it will be vigorously revived at the 
next session. 

The advent of the parcels post and the rapid growth of 
Cleveland means still further congestion in the one main of¬ 
fice so that all signs point to the success of this proposition. 
The territory west of the river now served by the post office 
department embraces a population of 250,000 and good busi¬ 
ness, good service, and the proper accommodation of the public 
suggests most emphatically an ample and commodious Branch 
Post Office building west of the river. 
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Nickel Plate Grade Eliminations. 

We regret that we cannot report more progress upon the 
part of the Nickel Plate Railway and the city in the elimina¬ 
tion of the various grade crossings. Very material progress 
has been made by other railway corporations on the East Side. 

Perhaps some of the delay on the West Side may be at¬ 
tributed to the determined stand taken by our Special Commit¬ 
tee and citizens that West 45th Street be bridged and not 
“dead ended,” as contemplated in the NickJ Plate plans. This 
led to a consideration of changing the whole scheme and car¬ 
rying the Nickel Plate tracks through Walworth Run. It is 
believed, however, after surveys have been made, that this 
route will not answer and that the present route will be main¬ 
tained and West 45th Street will be bridged. 

Rocky River Parkway. 

The County Park Commission, which resulted from legis¬ 
lation urged by the chamber, has not made very material 
progress during the past year. The Commission has no funds 
and can raise none by sale of bonds or taxation. It has, 
therefore, been handicapped and could not even properly ac¬ 
cept gifts of land when offered. Surveys are necessary and 
there are other expenses to be met. 

The Commission proposes to ask the legislature of the 
state for relief and it is hoped ways and means may be pro¬ 
vided so that not only Rocky River Valley and Euclid Creek 
may be preserved, but other beauty spots in Cuyahoga County 
may be saved for the perpetual enjoyment of our people. 

Revision of By-Laws. 

The revision of the By-laws, Rules and Regulations dur¬ 
ing the past year was a very necessary act and there are still 
further changes which should be considered at an early date. 

Retail Merchants* Board. 

This proposition had its initiative from a number of mer¬ 
chants during the past year and a special committee has been 
appointed to report a plan of organization to the board. It is 
our belief that such a board could be of great benefit and 
value to our merchants who have their own problems to solve 
according to local conditions. 
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SOCIAL ACTIVITIES.

“From social intercourse are derived some of the highest 
enjoyments of life; where there is a free interchange of senti¬ 
ments the mind acquires new ideas, and by a free exercise of 
its powers, the understanding gains fresh vigor. 9 ' — Addison. 

The English essayist and poet, who supplied the foregoing 
text, was a man who cultivated observation to the extent that 
he was even fond of visiting such solemn places as the church¬ 
yard and cloisters of Westminster Abbey. According to his 
own stories, he “amused” himself with the tombstones and in¬ 
scriptions he found there. 

“I could not but look upon these registers of existence,” 
he wrote, “whether of brass or marble, as a kind of satire upon 
the departed persons, who had left no other memorial of 
them, but that they were born and that they died.” He found 
“there were poets who had no monuments, and monuments 
who had no poets.” 

Now this may seem like a queer introduction to a resume 
of the work of the Entertainment Committee during the year 
1912; it may not appear to be in harmony with our conceit 
that we are “live wires”; but, here is the point: Should not 
every member of the Chamber of Industry feel that he should 
do something and be active, for, after all, there is not much 
difference between a “monument which had no poet” and an 
individual who keeps his light under a bushel. 

Upon the roster of the Chamber of Industry are the 
names of men who stand high in the sciences and arts; men 
who do big things; men who think. Several have given freely 
of their knowledge and experience at entertainments and gath¬ 
erings in our auditorium and they have been a source of in¬ 
spiration to other minds and undoubtedly caused our under¬ 
standing to gain fresh vigor. 

Whatever of entertainment is provided for a commercial 
body should have an educational value. It was along these 
lines that the Entertainment Committee of 1912 planned its 
campaign. 

The first effort was made in February. Mr. Clarence J. 
Neal gave a stereopticon lecture on his trip to the British Isles 
and the “Land of the Midnight Sun.” Mr. E. J. Hobday paid 
an eloquent tribute to the memory of Lincoln and concluded 
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with a humorous dissertation on “February, : ” distributing 
dainty souvenirs to all in attendance whose birthday anniver¬ 
saries fell within that month. The musical hit of the evening 
was a laughing song, “Are You Happy,” by the Imperial 
Quartette. 

In March, through the courtesy of the National Cash 
Register Company, a kinemaclor motion picture entertainment 
was given in the auditorium. This entertainment was most 
instructive and interesting, showing in natural colors the beau¬ 
tiful grounds and gardens of the National Cash Register 
Company’s plant as well as the progress made in the “Home 
Gardening” movement. Not the least interesting were the 
pictures showing the vast plant in operation and the remark¬ 
able “welfare” work done for the employees. 

On April 5, a six o’clock dinner was given and followed 
by Mr. Harry C. Gahn, secretary of the Cleveland River 
and Harbor Commission, and Mr. E. B. Thomas, assistant 
city engineer, who gave illustrated talks on proposed improve¬ 
ments along the Cuyahoga River and lake front. Views were 
exhibited of the great harbors of other lake cities and the 
general plan for Cleveland. There were also thrown upon 
the screen views of the new Detroit-Superior High Level and 
Clark Avenue bridges. 

On April 25, a splendid concert was given by the Men¬ 
delssohn Club. The soloist for the evening was Miss Mar¬ 
garet Werle, ’cello, and the accompanist was Miss Ida M. 
Haefele. The concert was directed by Mr. Ralph Everett 
Sapp. The program was of a high grade, artistically ren¬ 
dered by our favorite West Side musical organization. 

On May 18 was given our enjoyable “smoker” in memory 
of Sir Walter Raleigh. Dr. James Hedley gave a charming 
historical sketch, which was followed by minstrelsy, vaude¬ 
ville, music, churchwarden pipes and Virginia tobacco. 

June 25 an inspection trip was taken up the Cuyahoga 
River on the government vessel, “Visitor.” Mr. Chas. F. Dut¬ 
ton, Jr., was official photographer. Mr. H. W. S. Wood and 
Mr. E. B. Thomas, assistant city engineer, both familiar with 
all the important facts concerning the channel, docks, bridges 
and proposed improvements, dictated to a special reporter for 
The Cleveland Enterprise throughout the trip and a faithfully 
detailed statement, with illustrations, appeared in the next is¬ 
sue of the paper so that every member of the chamber was 
able to know all about the trip and thus gain useful knowl¬ 
edge of Cleveland’s main internal artery of commerce. 

“Ladies Night,” on October 2, was an affair which will 
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long be remembered as distinctively high class. The program 
opened with conjuring by Karl Germain, whose pure sleight- 
of-hand tricks were bewitching. He made hot coffee out of 
cotton batting, turned confetti into a live pigeon and repro¬ 
duced the Hindoo fakir's growing of the mango tree from a 
pot of earth in a few moments. At this performance, Mr. 
Germain's mother witnessed his skill for the first time, al¬ 
though her son had fascinated royalty and rank across the 
seas many a time. 

Robert Parker Miles, former European correspondent for 
the leading American newspapers, and a noted platform celeb¬ 
rity, presented two word pictures: One of his introduction to 
and interview with the Rt. Hon. William E. Gladstone, which 
occurred in the members' corridor of the House of Commons, 
with a vivid impersonation of the Grand Old Man; another 
was a characterization of Pope Leo XIII and a brilliant de¬ 
scription of the elaborate ceremonies at the Vatican attend¬ 
ant upon an audience granted him by the Pope. 

Sidney Landon, another star of the platform, character¬ 
ized Edgar Allan Poe in the recitation of his “Annabel Lee" 
with such effect that the audience wept in sympathy for poor 
Poe. Mr. Landon responded to an encore with a humorous 
'selection from James Whitcomb Riley. 

Dr. James Hedley, the veteran of the American plat¬ 
form, closed the program with a clever protrayal of “A Wise 
Woman and a Foolish One." 

It is doubtful if a better entertainment was ever pro¬ 
duced upon any lyceum platform. We were enchanted with 
magic, charmed with music and delighted with poetry and 
prose. 

The Annual Automobile Outing was given on October 
15. This included a trip to Warrensville, inspection of the 
city institutions there and supper at Valley Inn. This was a 
delightful and instructive trip—a success in every particular. 
There were no serious mishaps and the schedule was carried 
out with precision. Mr. H. T. Holmes drove the pilot car 
containing the entertainment committee. At intervals the long 
parade of automobiles was halted so that the cars should not 
be separated by any great distance. The route selected was 
free from bad roads. Dr. Harris R. Cooley conducted the 
party of more than a hundred through the various institutions 
at the City Farms, and made an address to the visiting mem¬ 
bers of the chamber, describing the general plan of caring for 
the city’s poor and unfortunate. It was an education to many 
of the visitors and no doubt left them with the abiding thought 
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that crime, to a large extent at least, is born from misfortune 
and that normal environment has a more potent corrective 
influence than physical punishment and confinement. No ser¬ 
mon was ever preached or written which taught mercy and 
charity more forcibly than this visit and actual contact with 
these human derelicts. 

Leaving the city charges to their peaceful lot, the auto¬ 
mobile pageant proceeded on its way, adhering to the printed 
schedule and itinerary as the limited express does to its time¬ 
table. The day was ideal, the crisp autumn air and richly 
tinted scenery reminding one of the words of Alfred Billings 
Street: 

“Nature is man's teacher . She unfolds her treasures to 
his search, unseals his eye , illumes his mind, and purifies his 
heart; art influence breathes from all the sights and sounds of 
her existence .” 

All too quickly for the enchanted vision, but none too 
soon for the “cry of the stomach,” the pilgrims drew up in 
front of Valley Inn, where the air was heavy with the odor of 
frying chicken. Not with Hamlet can we say: “The rest was 
silence,” for it was not. Good cheer, songs and story filled 
the hour and after-dinner impromptu speeches were short 
and pithy. The general verdict, as the glaring eyes of the 
automobiles pointed homeward, was: “Do it again!” 

The “Battle of the Ballots” was appropriately observed 
on November 5. On that evening a special Western Union 
wire was installed in the auditorium to receive election returns. 
Music, a buffet lunch of apples, cider and doughnuts con¬ 
tributed to the joy, or sorrow, according to the “returns.” 
The evening was enlivened by various members being pressed 
into service as impromptu orators. 

New Year’s Eve was celebrated by “Open House,” the 
evening being devoted to dancing, card playing, bowling, bil¬ 
liards and a dainty lunch in the restaurant. The presence of 
the “Tribe” in rollicking college glees and popular songs lent 
a delightful “cabaret” flavor to the entertainment. Upon the 
stroke of midnight all lights were out and everybody sang 
“Auld Lang Syne,” and as 1913 tiptoed in, a beautiful electric 
transparency flashed “1913” into view amid the “Happy New 
Year” greetings on all sides. 

The Entertainment Committee has no regrets and looks 
forward to increased social activities. With the beautiful 
building and facilities possessed by the chamber we see no 
reason why the general membership should not more freely 
use it and enjoy it. That is our hope.

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THE MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE. 

The Membership Committee in its campaign for new 
members, has issued a very neat and attractive booklet, set¬ 
ting forth various facts and reasons why “it is a good thing” 
to belong to the Chamber of Industry. The subject matter 
of this booklet is worthy a place in this report for it will serve 
not only to afford interesting and attractive reading for pros¬ 
pective members, but will also be of excellent service in filling 
our own members with the spirit of the Chamber in its civic 
work and onward progress. The booklet says: 

The Cleveland Chamber of Industry is the first commer¬ 
cial organization in the city of Cleveland to own its own build¬ 
ing for its exclusive use. Every convenience and comfort is 
offered the organization and its members for progressive work 
along civic lines and also recreation and amusement. The 
executive offices of the Chamber are open every day in the 
year, except Sundays and Holidays. A well equipped restaur¬ 
ant is open day and night, offering lunching facilities for com¬ 
mittees and members. The general public is also welcome. 
The restaurant is an admirable lunching place for ladies and 
children. 

While the prime object of The Cleveland Chamber of In¬ 
dustry is civic work and the upbuilding of a Greater and Bet¬ 
ter Cleveland, yet social advantages are offered to its members 
which are much enjoyed. An auditorium with a seating ca¬ 
pacity of 600 gives splendid opportunities for meetings, con¬ 
certs, lectures, entertainments and balls. A ladies’ parlor and 
gentlemen’s smoking room, properly furnished, give addi¬ 
tional comfort. 

The billiard room and bowling alleys, which are for mem¬ 
bers and their friends, give delightful recreation. These fea¬ 
tures, under the direction of the house committee, are kept up 
to a high standard of equipment and service. 

WHAT WE HAVE DONE; WHAT WE ARE WORK¬ 
ING FOR. 

The Cleveland Chamber of Industry has passed beyond 
the experimental stage and is today a powerful and influential 
body, devoted to a better citizenship and a better city. This 
should appeal to every public spirited citizen west of the river; 
we want every such citizen to join with us in this work. It is 
but natural and proper for any citizen, who is invited to join 
forces with us, to desire information regarding the work of 
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the Chamber. In the broader civic sense, we have created a 
spirit of co-operation which has accomplished much and will 
do yet more. The following but briefly touches upon these 
matters: 

WHAT WE HAVE DONE. 

High Level Bridge—The Chamber always recognized this 
improvement as of prime importance. No effort was spared 
to realize it. Supported, by a special campaign, the county 
proposition and achieved victory. First advocated and se- 
cured adoption of plans for a double-deck bridge. Contracts 
let for structure and actual work commenced. 

Denison-Harvard Bridge—Early advocated improvement. 
Endeavored to secure state legislation; conducted preliminary 
meetings and entered actively into bond issue campaign. Bridge 
completed and have received absolute promise of street rail¬ 
way authorities that car line will be extended across same in 
the spring. 

Brooklyn-Brighton Bridge—Repeatedly urged a new bridge 
and on May 8, 1912, our bridge committee received assurances 
from county commissioners that a new concrete structure 
would be erected. County Engineer Lander instructed to pre¬ 
pare plans and estimates for a viaduct from highland to high¬ 
land. 

East Clark Avenue Bridge—Through special committee 
and frequent conferences with Director of Public Service, 
endeavored to secure high level bridge and viaduct across flats. 
Compromised on plan to give low level viaduct but insisted 
and secured river bridge without a draw. This extension 
of East Clark Avenue furnishes natural route for cross town 
car line. 

Central Viaduct—Carried on unceasing efforts to convert 
Central Viaduct into high level bridge. Work has now been 
finished, draw eliminated and abutments and structural work 
made absolutely safe for heavy traffic and suburban cars. 

West 65th Street Extension—Lost no time and effort to 
secure extension of West 65th Street and separation of grades 
at the Big Four railway. All preliminaries now disposed of; 
$35,000 in bonds sold and work will be started soon. Of im¬ 
mense importance to Stock Yards district. Will permit ex¬ 
tension of car line to connect with Denison cross town line. 

Lake Avenue “Double Tunnels”—Secured co-operation of 
railway company and city in eliminating these dangerous 
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“tubes,” railway voluntarily assuming one-half the cost. Work 
about completed, giving spacious opening entire width of 
street. 

Edgewater Boulevard Extension—This important im¬ 
provement, necessary for the completion of our boulevard 
and park system, had been long delayed. Through special 
committees, general meetings and otherwise, at last secured 
action. Bonds sold, land bought and actual work commenced. 
Will afford beautiful approach to High Level and relieve con¬ 
gestion of traffic. • 

Rocky River Parkway—Originated in the Chamber and 
led to state legislation creating a county park commission with 
ultimate purpose of encircling county boulevard from Rocky 
River to Euclid Creek. Many offers of land in Rocky River 
valley and elsewhere. Commission has no power to raise 
money for improvements; needs further legislation. 

West Side Market House—Found this improvement lag¬ 
ging through years of litigation and neglect. Insisted upon 
immediate progress. Had granite substituted for sandstone. 
Took part in corner stone laying. Had charge of dedication. 
Open for business October 31, 1912. Monumental building 
and the acme of sanitation. 

Industrial Exposition—Gave an Industrial Exposition in 
the West Side Market House before its final equipment. Most 
beautiful and successful ever given in the city. Citizens from 
all over Cleveland and northern Ohio learned of the city west 
of the river and the energy and enterprise of its citizens. A 
gala week long to be remembered. 

Adequate Fire Protection—Was first to recognize the in¬ 
efficiency of fire protection in Cleveland. Public meetings and 
addresses by fire chief and others. Resulted in establishment 
of three new stations west of the river. Sounded general 
alarm for entire city. More is yet needed. 

Grade Crossings—Labored earnestly for eliminations of 
dangerous grade crossing of Nickel Plate at West 25th Street. 
Conducted special and vigorous campaign for grade crossing 
bonds which resulted in victory. All dangerous grade cross¬ 
ings west of river now to be eliminated. 

Street Railway Matters—Secured amendment in Tayler 
franchise abolishing double fares on Lorain Avenue within 
city limits. Have hearty and friendly co-operation of street 
railway authorities for extensions and improvements as rap¬ 
idly as conditions of franchise will permit. Succeeded in 
keeping suburban cars off Fulton Road and on our business 
streets.

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Postal Affairs—Secured delivery for section not receiv¬ 
ing any. Obtained more frequent delivery and collection of 
mail. Have received cordial aid from postal authorities at all 
times. 

Educational—Petitioned by citizens of Willard district for 
annex; referred to Educational Committee; annex now built. 
Lent every effort to establishment of a West Technical High 
School; finest in the country, now open. Gave hearty support 
to bond issues for new buildings and repairs of old. Always 
ready to aid in improving the conditions of our schools. 

Athletic Field for West Side—First to take up this prop¬ 
osition. Held special meetings to promote same. Now have 
the largest and most complete field in the city. 

Libraries—Have constantly urged extension of branch 
buildings. Gave valuable aid in hastening completion of Car¬ 
negie Branch, West and South Side Branch. Held public 
meeting in interest of bond issue for main public library build¬ 
ing. 

West End Freight Depot—Secured solid and substantial 
roadways to same. A great benefit and convenience to man¬ 
ufacturing district. 

Hospitals and Benevolences—Carried on an enthusiastic 
and successful campaign for the Tuberculosis Sanitorium 
bonds. Have given aid and support to the West Side Branch 
of the Associated Charities and other worthy benevolences. 

River and Harbor—Have given, through committees, 
earnest and intelligent consideration to the greatly needed 
improvement of our river and harbor. Gave an inspection 
trip on government vessel, “Visitor,” to familiarize members 
with actual conditions. 

Street Extensions—Earnestly advocated the opening up 
of “dead end” streets and as vigorously objected to “dead-end¬ 
ing” any of our present thoroughfares. Gave hearty endorse¬ 
ment and support of bond issue for the opening up of Car¬ 
negie, Chestnut, Cedar and Central. 

Express Delivery—Found city west of river with “dead 
lines” within the limits, established by the express companies, 
and beyond which extra charge was made for delivery. Made 
vigorous fight against same and secured an extension of the 
territory. One company, The Wells Fargo, now delivers to 
entire territory; other companies, if wise, will follow. 
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West 25th Sewer and Paving—An improvement which 
had languished for years. Carried on insistent campaign to 
have same finished. Secured active co-operation of city ad¬ 
ministration. Sewer now in, conduits laid for telephone wires, 
street widened two feet on either side and pavement nearly 
finished. , 

Other Improvements—Constantly the Chamber is giving 
aid and attention to a host of minor necessary improvements, 
such as pavements, lighting, sewers, proper police supervision, 
etc., etc. To enumerate all of these would take more space 
than is available here; these items are all on record and file 
in the offices of the Chamber. 

WHAT WE ARE WORKING FOR. 

Alexander, The Great, wept because there were no more 
worlds to conquer. The Chamber of Industry has no reason 
to follow the example of the great general. It has “more 
worlds” and with the tremendous growth and development of 
Cleveland, new problems will constantly be presented calling 
for the best thought and efforts of every loyal citizen. Imme¬ 
diately before us and upon the “active calendar” may be men¬ 
tioned the following: 

Lake Shore Passenger Depot—In the entire territory west 
of the river, embracing a population of 200,000, there is but 
one passenger depot, and that is the very ordinary one of the 
Nickel Plate at West 25th Street. There is an absolute need 
and demand for a handsome and commodious depot at or near 
Detroit Avenue. This could and should be a depot to serve 
both the Lake Shore and the Nickel Plate at that point. The 
patronage of the West Side and Lakewood warrants this de¬ 
mand. The Chamber has been urging this upon the railway 
authorities, and will continue to do so until this improvement 
is secured. 

Branch Post Office Building—The immense strides for¬ 
ward of Cleveland means that postal service must keep pace. 
Congestion at the main office can be relieved by a proper 
branch office west of the river. The geography of Cleveland 
points to this as a natural solution. The Chamber has advo¬ 
cated this from the start. Our claims have met the recogni¬ 
tion of Congressman Howland, who has introduced a bill in 
the House, providing for such a branch building. A strong 
special committee of the Chamber has the matter in hand. 
It may mean a long fight, but the Chamber is determined it 
shall not be a losing one. Such a building would give ideal 
service to citizens west of the river and Lakewood. 
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West 25th and Detroit Corners—The fact that all of the 
traffic of the West Side and Western Cuyahoga county must 
centralize at the above intersection to use the Superior viaduct, 
creates a congestion both dangerous and inconvenient. The 
Chamber at its organization took up this matter, and is now 
urging, with fair chances of success, that property be pur¬ 
chased by the city and a plaza, or large open space be created, 
thus giving proper relief, and a splendid approach to the new 
bridge from the boulevard. 

Playgrounds—The Chamber has a regular standing com¬ 
mittee on playgrounds. The playgrounds bond issue was en¬ 
dorsed and worked for, but the issue failed to carry. Work, 
however, will be continued, and the establishment and equip¬ 
ment of more playgrounds urged at all times. 

Roadways in Upper Flats—A necessary and pressing 
matter is the improvement of the roadways in the Upper 
Flats. Large manufacturing interests in that locality are heav¬ 
ily handicapped under existing conditions, and property which 
might be built up with manufacturing concerns remains vacant 
because of poor transportation facilities. 

New High School of Commerce—Growth of the West 
Side School has been phenomenal. Special committee now at 
work on proposition to locate new building upon Edgewater 
Boulevard. Ideal location with Cleveland’s harbor and trunk 
lines, docks and shipping in the foreground. Easy of access 
and centrally located for entire city.
